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Saigon Plans 
Truce for Tet 


Ky Unafraid of Enemy Attacks, 
Says He'll Meet 'Other Side' 


PARIS <AP) — South Viet- 


namese Vice President Nguyen 
Cao Ky said today his country 
will call a truce of "a few 
days" during the Tet lunar new 
year festival beginning Feb. 16. 


Asked whether he trusted the 


enemy not to launch a major 
offensive under cover of a Tet 
truce, as happened last year, 
Ky said Saigon would welcome 
such an attack because it would 
lead to a new enemy defeat. 


Ky also said he is willing to 


meet "the other side" in pro- 
vate talks on bringing peace to 
Vietnam. He added he is ready 
to meet the Communists when- 
ever they are willing, in Paris 
or "anywhere else. 


Ky talked with newsmen after 


conferring for an hour with U.S. 
Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
on allied strategy at the second 
plenary session of the peace 
conference Thursday. 


Asked whether he was willing 


to meet representatives of the 
"other side" privately, he said 
it was too soon to envisage this 
at present, but added: "Who 
knows? Once you are in the 
open light of a formal confer- 
ence, there is no reason why we 
cannot have private talks with 
the other side if they are will- 
ing." 


Ky said previously that the 


Saigon government was willing 
to talk to the Viet Cong only in 
Saigon, outside the framework 
of the Paris conference and aft- 
er 
the end of 
"Communist 


aggression."

"I said with the 'otoerside," 


he replied with a smile. "As yoi 
know, that is our official formu 
la."He said the American and 
South Vietnamese commands 
are at present studying the ex 
tent and timing of initial U.S 
troop withdrawals from South 
Vietnam before the end of the 
year. 
"Our government will try to 


educe the American forces be- 
ore the end of this year," he 
aid. "Our two headquarters 
re studying this problem right 
ow. How many and when they 
an be withdrawn I don't know. 
"Personally, I want to replace 


U.S. troops by Vietnamese. 


We want to show the whole 
world and particularly Ameri- 
an citizens that we are fighting 
or our own survival and taking 
ur own responsibilities."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent 
Nixon promised 
today 


"new tactics" in the quest for a 
Vietnam settlement and pledged 
an urgent effort to cool the Mid- 
east situation lest it lead to 
"confrontation of the nuclear 
powers." 


Nixon, at his first White 


House news conference, 
re- 


called his oft-stated observation 
that the nation can have but one 
president at a time—and made 
clear, now that he is the man, 
every facet of the government is 
under Republican scrutiny. 


He stood before a single mi- 


crophone in the White House 
East Room, right hand often in 
his coat pocket, left hand ges- 
turing for emphasis, and de- 
clared his new team "will re-ex- 


amine all past decisions" left by 
the Democrats. 


The White House said 496 


newsmen attended the confer- 
ence. Mrs. Nixon and their older 
daughter Tricia watched it on 
television elsewhere in the exec- 
utive mansion, a spokesman 
said. 


Vietnam was the most fre- 


quently raised topic as Nixon 
answered 15 questions in 28 min- 
utes. But he spoke with urgen- 
cy, too, of the Middle East. 


Nixon said that region is a 


powderkeg—and if another ex- 
plosion occurs there it could pit 
the interests of the United 
States and the Soviet Union one 
against the other. 


"I believe we need new initia- 


tives and new leadership on the 
part of the United States in or- 


der to cool off the situation in 
the Middle East," Nixon said. 


He said next Saturday's ses- 


sion of the National Security 
Council will be devoted to the 
problem. 


Nixon pronounced the new ad- 


ministration's 
efforts at the 


Vietnam peace talks in Pads 
"off to a good start." 


"Now, of course, what is in- 


volved is what happens on the 
other side," he added. 


Specific Proposals 


Nixon said, instead of putting 


"a laundry list" of proposals on 
the Paris peace table, the Unit- 
ed States, represented by his ne- 
gotiator, Henry Cabot Lodge, 
has sought to present specific 
proposals. 


He mentioned the new admin- 


istration's formula again in sug- 


gesting that talk of a Vietnam 
jease-fire is not really helpful in 
the pace effort. 


Nixon said a cease - fire "may 


be meaningless" because the 
enemy might prove unable to 
control its own guerrilla forces. 


Instead, he said, "the better 


approach" is the one Lodge set 
forth at his instruction: Mutual 
withdrawal on a guaranteed ba- 
sis. 


And, as his news conference 


neared an end, Nixon said he 
has never talked of Vietnam in 
terms of a settlement in six 
months, a year or even three. 
He said overly optimistic state- 
ments "may impede" the Paris 
negotiations. 


"All that I will say is this," he 


said. "We have a new team in 
Paris ...

with publishing the notices in 
ewspapers. 
If the customer is located 
fter the money has been turn- 
d over to the state, he may 
ecover it by bringing an action 
in court.

He also said that 
the civic center should be 
located between the business 
area and Dr. Pfeifer Park since 
it would help in tying the two 
areas together. 


Other ideas put forth for the 


committee to discuss and con- 
sider for approval were: 


—By-passing the main busi- 


ness area with through traffic. 
This would be accomplished by 
traffic turning off Pearl Street 
onto Park Street and then tying 
the one-block long street "into 
Shiocton Street. Anderson ex- 
plained this would not only ease 
the traffic problem of the busi- 
ness area, but would route traf- 
fic so motorists could easily see 
all of the street parking located 
north of the business district.

—Equalize the parking for

ivith publishing the notices in 
newspapers. 


If the customer is located 


after the money .has been turn- 
ed over to the state, he may 
recover it by bringing an action 
in court.

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Let's fnvenfory Tax Exempt Property 


More on tax exempt properties. 
Rapidly becoming a controversial topic 


as local and state governments search for 
more revenue sources, a Milwaukee-head- 
quartered citizens research group has 
called for a statewide inventory of tax 
exempt lands and buildings. 


This makes sense and represents a 


forward approach in providing information 
needed to evaluate any proposed change in 
state exemption policies. 


It is no secret that rising property tax 


rates are resulting in a growing concern 
about property tax exemptions and their 
effect on the taxpaying public. In Wiscon- 
sin the law allows more than 175 types of 
exemptions. 


These exempt properties receive munic- 


ipal services but make no contribution to 
the city treasury. Exempt properties in- 
clude h o s p i t a l s , colleges, cemeteries, 
churches and benevolent and fraternal 
organizations in addition to public build- 
ings and lands. It has been conservatively 
estimated there is more than $50 million of 
this kind of property in Appleton. 


Larger central cities are hit much 


harder, such as Milwaukee where tax 


exempt property U valued at $1 billion — 
the equivalent of 29 per ceat of that city's 
total tax base. 


Some 
recommendations 
have been 


forthcoming in recent months on dealing 
with the situation in Wisconsin. Among 
those meriting study are that: 


• Owners of exempt 
properties be 


required to file annual or biennial applica- 
tions for renewal of their exempt status 
with local assessors, a move designed to 
help in the compilation of the inventory. 


• Private organizations which receive 


exemptions consider making 
voluntary 


payments for municipal services, thus 
partially offsetting 
the city's cost of 


providing them. 


• The State Legislative Council study 


the feasibility of gradually eliminating all 
exemptions for private property and sub- 
stituting a system of local subsidies. 


There is no intent to saddle any 


organization or institution with a financial 
hardship, but the realities of today's 
property tax picture and demand for 
municipal services dictates that a new 
approach be taken relative to existing tax 
exempt properties. 


Immolation in Czechoslovakia 


The latest crisis for the people of 


Czechoslovakia has come from their own 
passionate and disillusioned youth. 


Several students have set themselves on 


fire and at least one has died. Despite pleas 
by the government of Czechoslovakia to the 
students not to take this method of 
protesting the heavy Russian control, it is 
likely that a few more at least will try 
immolation. 


It was the same type of protest by 


Buddhist monks in Saigon that led to the 
overthrow of the Diem regime. The 
suicides so inflamed the population against 
the Diem rule that other ambitious Viet- 
namese leaders felt the time had come for 
the coup and it appears that at least some 
American officials in Vietnam felt the same 
way although they certainly did not count 
on Diem's assassination. 


But the Soviet Union is not the Diem 


government. Although it lost world pres- 
tige by the fall invasion of Czechoslovakia, 
it can hardly afford to back down at this 
time. Probably the biggest danger in the 
immolations is that dissident Czechoslovaks 
might resort to even more violence against 
the Russians and their own government and 
trigger another Hungary. 


The incidents in Czechoslovakia are 


loud testimony of the seeking of liberty and 
justice among young people in Eastern 
Europe and the dangers of extending both 
and then withdrawing them. A whole 
generation of Czechoslovaks may become 
pretty thoroughly disillusioned, not only 
with the Russian claim that its European 
satellites are sovereign, but with com- 
munism itself. 


The Doys of Old Ivy Are Gone 


The ferment on college and university 


campuses all over the nation — and around 
the world for that matter — has upset 
some of the older generations who hark 
back to the days of good old Ivy and the 
ivory tower of four years in an almost 
cloistered institution. But the days are gone 
when students could be sent off to be put in 
deep freeze and then somehow emerge as 
educated adults into the outside world. 


A recent issue of College And Univer- 


sity Business concentrates 
on "what's 


happening to the campus." What it's really 
saying is that the modern world, in our 
cities, on our farms, in business, small 
towns — or in universities — is not the 
same world it was yesterday. It quotes 
former United States Commissioner of 
Education Harold Howe: "Higher education 
exists in the shadow of our 
society's 


problems and its planning must include 
those problems in its future. We can no 
longer plan our campuses as islands; we 
must plan them as broad avenues of 
invitation. We must be good neighbors." 


The magazine then goes on to illustrate 


how the universities are meeting the 
challenges of the last part of the 20th 
Century. The campus is becoming a 
community center and this is true of 
community colleges, liberal arts institu- 
tions and the huge universities. Those in 
urban areas have become aware of the 
crises in our cities and are now trying to do 
something about them. Growth patterns 
have developed away from the horizontal 
and into the vertical with high rise 
dormitories to make use of available space. 
There have been imaginative programs of 
multi-located colleges which often include 
study in distant cities or other nations. The 
actual borders of the campus are no longer 


fixed in some areas. There is more interest 
in the "cluster" concept developed by the 
Claremont Colleges more than a decade 
ago. Interdisciplinary programs have been 
established. There have been studies into 
the more effective use of facilities, tem- 
porary as well as permanent units, flexible 
buildings often based upon the modern 
office building. And always there are the 
advantages to be gained by a close study of 
technological advances, the communica- 
tions systems, transportation and always 
the computer which has a vital role in 
administration, in research, and changing 
ideas of the role of the classroom. Tutorial 
systems no longer are exclusively the 
privilege of the senior or graduate student. 
The article concludes that "the campus is 
changing in response to social, political, 
economic, technological and 
educational 


changes.1' 


It is heartening that the officials of at 


least two institutions in this area have open 
minds toward changes. The University of 
Wisconsin at Green Bay is planning an 
unusual and exciting program of studies 
obviously tied in with the needs and 
problems of Northeastern Wisconsin. Since 
it is building almost from scratch its 
building plans can be integrated into the 
nroposals. Meanwhile St. Norbert College is 
having an "inaugural year" during which 
all members of the college community will 
be working to determine the role of the 
Catholic college in this era and in this 
place. 


Higher education in the United States 


cannot stand still. And part of the reason 
for some of the unrest on our campuses is 
that this realization came a little late to 
some boards of trustees and administrators".

Law Urged to

"Should this generation pro- 


duce another

from California's A t t o r n e y 
General Thomas C. Lynch, in 
a plea to the California State 
Bar to seek expansion in 
schools of instruction on the 
"rule of law in the United 
Slates."

It is also necessary to get 


Secretary Laird and Secretary 
Rogers back on board in a 
visible way.

Last year when price infla- 


tion, higher earnings and high- 
er consumer sepnding brought 
about the highest yield from 
the selective sales tax ever 
experienced, its r e v e n u e s 
amounted to slightly under 
$107 millions. 


That was about one-seven- 


teenth of the state and local 
taxes yielded by the people 
during the same period, which 
in turn set a record and was 
more than nine per 
cent 


higher than during the previ- 
ous year. 
PROPERTY TAX HIGHER 


That was only about one- 


seventh of the taxes paid by 
g e n e r a l property taxpayers 


whose total bills rose by 'more 
than 16 per cent. 


It was only slightly more 


than a fifth of the total taxes 
paid on incomes by corpora- 
tions and individuals, which 
showed a gain of nearly seven 
per cent over the previous 
year. But since there is an 
unspoken but nevertheless real 
consensus in Wisconsin poli- 
tics, partisan affiliation* aside, 
that it would be unwise to 
increase the tax burden on 
business corporations, a more 
realistic comparison is with 
the receipts of the individual 
income tax, which rose nearly 
11 per cent during the same 
year. There were no changes 
in the rate schedules of either 
the personal income tax or the 
sales tax, moreover. 


It may surprise some per- 


sons but the motor vehicle 
taxes, not generally considered 
in budget arguments and de- 
liberations because they are 
paid into a segregated fund 
and reserved mostly for high- 
way uses, represent now the 
third largest revenue source 
for the state, behind only the 
property tax and the income 
tax, and yielding well above 
the sales tax. 
EXCISE TAXES CITED 


The dispatches quoting poli- 


ticians also mention excise 
taxes, which in general are 
levies on categorical items, 
not necessities, especi a l l y 
those which history has shown 
great numbers of citizens 
won't do without. Familiar 
Wisconsin examples are the 
taxes on beer, liquor, wines, 
and cigarettes. 


But there are obvious prob- 


lems here. Such excises must 
be reasonably comparable to 
those of other jurisdictions, or 
the state will invite bootleg- 
ging and revenue losses. A 
favorite proposal is boosting 
the tax on beer, which is 
admittedly low. But such bills 
have been beaten down so 
often that the outlook is not 
optimistic. 


Moreover, the beer tax is 


not as prolific a revenue 
producer as many assume. It 
yielded a tiny $3.650.000 mil- 
lion last year. A tripling of the 
levy, which is not ligely. would 
make no appreciable dent in 
the budget problem. 


Perhaps t h e r e is some 


meaning in the fact that the 
state revenue department lists 
insurance premium taxes as 
"excises." They are good and 
silent producers. Perhaps most 
insurance contract holders are 
not aware of the fact that they 
are taxed on their insurance. 
If the legislature is desperate 
enough, t h a t circumstance 
may occur to its hamed 
financiers.

What's the Shame in 
Seeing a Psychiatrist?

Drew Pearson's recent "dis- 


closure" that Richard Nixon 
had gone to a doctor who may 
or may not have been a 
psychiatrist at the time, and 
who may or may not have 
given him psychiatric help, 
struck me as a complete 
reversal of what our attitude 
should be on the subject. 


Nixon's blunt denial that he 


sought psychiatric advice may 
or may not have been true — 
what is sad is that any man in 
high public life in America 
today would feel forced to 
make the same denial, for 
fear of being labeled as "un- 
stable." 


Yet, in a civilized and ra- 


tional society (which is per- 
haps asking for too much), we 
would insist that our leaders 
have regular psychiatric check- 
ups, just as we now insist that 
they have regular physical 
check-ups. 


There would be no shame 


attached to this; indeed, it 
would become a part of civic 
virtue for all public leaders 
and decision-makers to submit 
voluntarily to psychiatric ex- 
aminations, for everyone is a 
little kinky and could benefit 
from some objective advice, if 
not from treatment. If Lin- 
coln's melancholia had been 
lifted a little bit, who knows 
how the course of history 
might have changed, 


I would like to believe that 


Nixon is complex enough and 
troubled enough and sensitive 
enough to have sought such 
aid if he felt he needed it. 
Rather than inspiring doubt in 
his capacities, it would add to 
my respect for the man. The 
truly sick people are those 
who grimly cling to the fiction 
that nothing at all is wrong 
with them. 


Of course, we should be 


reluctant to submit to the 
tyranny of psychiatric stan- 
dards as much as to the 
tyranny of my other disci- 
pline; for psychiatrists art 


capable o f disagreeing as 
much as any other doctors 
within the same specialty But, 
at least, gross abnormalities 
could be detected, and secret

to infect the whole personality, 
as they did with Woodrow 
Wilson.

has ruled that when the legis-

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Navy says that improved de- 
struction equipment was in- 
stalled in the sister ships of the 
USS Pueblo after the intelli- 
gence vessel were captured by 
North Korea just over a year 
ago. 


The acknowledgement came 


after Pueblo Cmdr. Lloyd M. 
Bucher told a Navy court of in- 
quiry in California last week 
that he had been denied such 
equipment on two 
occasions 


"because of money and time." 


The court of inquiry, which 


has been taking testimony in the 
Pueblo case, has generated 
heated controversy over Buch- 
er's statements that superiors 
twice rejected his requests for a 
system for swift destruction of 
secret 
intelligence equipment 


and documents. 


15 Accused 
Of Spying for 
Israel Hanged 


200,000 Persons 
View Executions 
In Baghdad, Basra 


DAMASCUS. Syria (A?) - 


Fifteen 
Iraqis 
convicted 
of 


spying for Israel were hanged in 
the main squares of Baghdad 
and Basra at dawn today, Bagh- 
dad 
Radio 
announced. Nine 


were Jews. 


Baghdad Radio said 200,000 


people, shouting "Death to all 
traitors" took to the streets in 
Baghdad as soon as the execu- 
tions were announced and con- 
verged on Liberation Square. 
Eleven of the bodies were hang- 
ing there, each wrapped with a 
poster bearing the text of his 
death sentence. 


Four others were hanged in 


Basra, the southern port city. 


4-Man Court 


They were convicted nearly 


two weeks ago by a four-man 
court. Their death sentences 
were approved Sunday night by 
President Ahmed Hassan El 
Bakr. 


The death sentence of a 16th 


man was commuted to life im- 
prisonment. 


Two 
soldiers 
were 
given 


three-year jail terms, two Iraqi 
Jews were sentenced to six 
months imprisonment, and 10 
other defendants, including four 
Jews, were acquitted, a broad- 
cast said. 


The sentences were handed 


down after a two-week trial, 
Baghdad Radio reported. 


It broadcast si xhours of tape 


recordings it said were made 
during the secret trial. These in- 
dicated the accused were con- 
victed of spying in Basra, Iraq's 
southern port, since the 1967 
Arab-Israeli war. 


The broadcast said they sent 


reports about Iraqi armament 
to Israel with a wireless trans- 
mitter concealed in a Christian 
church in Basra, by ships dock- 
ing at Basra and through the 
U.S. consulate in Ibadan, Iran. 


Agents in Holland 


The broadcast said the spy 


ring received instructions from 
Israel by way of secret agents 
in Holland. It said the ring was 
uncovered two months ago when 
foreign ships docked in Basra 
intercepted a signal sent by the 
church transmitter. 


Baghdad Radio said testimo- 


ny revealed the spies mastly 
sent information about Iraq's 
air force and various types of 
Soviet rockets used by the Iraqi 
army. It added the spy ring also 
trained a sabotage and assassi- 
nation group in Ibadan which 
dynamited a road bridge in Bas- 
ra last year. 


The broadcast said the court 


also announced it will soon con- 
duct the trial of alleged plotters 
against the Iraqi regime. 


It named as masterminds of 


the alleged plot former Premier 
Abdul Rahman Bazzaz and for- 
mer Defense Minister Gen. Ab- 
dul Aziz Aquaili. Baghdad Radio 
said they plotted with Mullah 
Mustapha Barzani the Kurdish 
leader; former Lebanese Presi- 
dent Camille Chamoun and the 
U.S.-sponsored Central Treaty 
Organization. 


Asked why the Pueblo was not 


provided with this equipment, 
the Navy said the subject is 
being covered by the court of in- 
quiry, thus indicating it would 
not comment on Bucher's testi- 
mony. 


However, the Navy did say 


that "improved destruct equip- 
ment has been installed in all 
ships of the Pueblo class," and 
that this was accomplished aft- 
er the Pueblo was seized Jan. 
23, 1968. 


"Rapid Destruction" 


"The 
improved 
destruct 


equipment will permit more 
rapid destruction of classified 
equipment and 
publications," 


the Navy said. 


"It also can be actuated by 


fewer personnel and with great- 
er reliability than previous de- 
struct equipment." 


No technical details were giv- 


en, but the gear presumably in- 
volves explosive devices. 


Bucher told the five-admiral 


court last week that his ship had 
only fireaxes and sledgeham- 
mers to break up equipment 
and an incinerator for burning 
papers. 


There are two other ships in 


the Pueblo class, the Banner 
and the Palm Beach. 


Although the Navy was asked 


questions about improvements 
in terms of all U.S. ships per- 
forming intelligence functions, 
it chose to limit its reply to the 
Pueblo class. 


The Navy customarily avoids 


identifying intelligence ships 
but there are about a dozen with 
that primary mission, along 
with about 15 oceanographic 
survey ships which may also 
serve intelligence purposes. 


Some critics have contended 


that former Secretary of De 
fense Robert S. McNamara im- 
plied that the Pueblo's crew was 
able to accomplish extensive de- 
struction of sensitive equipment 
and materials before being ov- 
erwhelmed by the North Ko- 
reans. 


Testimony given to a House 


subcommittee 
last 
February 


about Bucher shows that Mc- 
Namara said: 


"I cannot tell you exactly how 


much destruction he accom- 
plished, but as you go through 
the message traffic, it is very 
clear that he accomplished a 
great deal. Whether he started 
early enough, again I cannot 
say. I am not entirely sure of 
exactly when he started, how 
much effort he applied to it, and 
so on." 


Asked whether destruct de- 


vices on the Pueblo were adequ 
ate, McNamara told Rep. Rob 
ert L. F. Sikes, "I cannot an- 
swer that question fully." He 
added: 


"I have asked the technica' 


authorities to examine it. They 
say they believe so. It is possi- 
ble that with further technica 
developments we can design 
more sophisticated destruct de- 
vices."
